Whether they know what 
they are talking about not 
makes conversation both for 
adults and the children. So, lately,

and thought into the art room. 

result, posters, pictures and 
many other works which formerly 
were flat (in two dimensions) have 
now come into three dimension 
shape. Thinking this direction 
also, assume, caused the birth 
the mobile idea. 

With very little children, the idea 
creating pictures three dimen- 
sions fascinating and natural 
process. did not take teaching. 
The idea was suggested and the 
forms very naturally and easily took 
shape. get the “ball 
began rather stereotyped and 
dictated fashion follows:

you teacher follow the suggestions given, your 
class should ready for first grade physically, 
mentally, socially and emotionally. This skeleton 
for you use and fill needed. having some- 
thing definite strive for every month, you should 
have well rounded readiness for first grade. Getting 
ready for first grade means many 
teachers resding readiness this manuscript slanted 
toward reading but you read you will also discover 
that takes the other factors that are necessary for 
rounded program.

This teacher well aware the 
psychological values children receive 
from freely writing their own ideas, 
how tensions are decreased and 
emotional adjustment improved. 
Writing helps just painting, draw- 
ing, modeling, and other creative 
activities and requires ex- 
penditure money. Creative writ- 
ing not only for the child with 
emotional problem, but for all young- 
sters. Sue Norton glad for her 
pupils write about anything 
they want; she sure that they will 
choose what psychologically sat- 
isfying them. And what they 
write helps her know the children 
better. 

She has found that creative en- 
thusiasm runs highest when large 
block time allowed for writing, 
children not write easily 
quickly. She plans long writing 
period for week, more the 
class still enjoying it. Then for 
few weeks devotes all the time 
other school subjects, not mention- 
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ing writing again until the boys and 
girls themselves ask for it. 

Surprisingly the request often 
comes first from children who have 
difficulty learning read. all 
teachers know, many these poor 
readers have emotional problems. 
Reading their own writing makes 
them feel successful for they know 
their own stories, and can read 
natural, unstilted manner which 
carries over the reading books. 
The words they use their writing 
become their own and are meaning- 
ful; when they begin recognize 
them books, reading becomes 
joyful experience. 

Creative writing need not com- 
pletely original. all know, 
very few ideas are really original. 
There truer saying than that 
are part all have met. 
Our thinking and our ideas are in- 
fluenced all that have seen, 
heard, felt; gather material 
from far and near, but, use 
expression read somewhere, 
“when has gone through the 
magic plant ourselves” comes 
out form which our own. 
Sue Norton begins reading 
imaginative story which intensely 
interesting the class. day 
two later she asks the boys and girls 
re-write their own words. 
She, also, sits down and writes 
her words. Some the story 
forgotten, and the young writers 
branch out their own with some 
original ideas; so, even this first 
attempt not completely “un- 
creative.” When these stories are 
read, the children declare that some 
them are even better than the 
one read the teacher. The feeling 
success apparent this class- 
room. 

Although Sue Norton provides for 
the children’s own choice subjects 
for writing, she prepares list 
ways stimulate creative writing. 
Here her list: 

Write make-believe story 
entertain the other children. Tell- 
ing about things out the ordinary 
gives children the chance 
out” fears, antagonisms, wishes 
deep within them. (Fairies, prin- 
cesses, kings, giants, ghosts, witches, 
and brownies are mentioned.) 

Write what you think about be- 
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fore you sleep night. 

Script for radio stories. 

Story beginning, “Once upon 
time when was little girl.” 

human interest story from 
idea from the newspaper. 

Children write story after the 
teacher has given them the first 
sentence. 

Autobiographies (teacher write 
hers, too.) 

Class write ending story which 
the teacher has read three-fourths 
of. 

Stories about pets 

Real adventures 

After much-loved book has 
been completed, ask children 
write another episode from it. 

Boys and girls write after being 
inspired the teacher’s reading 
stories written other boys and 
girls their own age. 

When the stories are completed, 
the teacher, unless requested, does 
not mark mis-spelled words poor 
punctuation, for she realizes that 
none like look our mis- 
takes. She does underline the good 
parts the papers, for who 
doesn’t like look our achieve- 
ments? Creative writing gives chil- 
dren something proud of; and 
pride one’s accomplishments 
wonderful incentive correct 
sentence form and spelling. 

When pupil feels the need for 
correct spelling writes, Miss 
Norton provides him with little 
indexed address book. word writ- 
ten his own dictionary easy for 
him copy. Before long, finds 
that can save time, when goes 
for help, having the book open 
the right beginning Then 
realizes that the word might 
already there from former writ- 
ing period. Sue Norton finds that 
the address books prove more helpful 
than writing words children ask for 
the chalkboard. After using 
these little books for awhile the 
boys and girls easily into the use 
beginning dictionaries. 

Forcing children copy and re- 
copy stories hate write. 
Boys and girls don’t like waste 
time doing something they see 
purpose any more than do. 
However, many youngsters enjoy 
copying their corrected stories for 


The Class Story Book. This very 
large book with blank pages 
which the pupils who have correctly 
written stories may 
creations. They may illustrate their 
own stories give that honor 
someone else the class. 

After the group has enough in- 
terested writers, Story Club or- 
ganized which meets for hour 
after school once every ten days.

Each one keeps his 
stories his individual notebook. 
the meetings these are read and 
discussed. When the school year 
ends, each member the Club 
receives mimeographed book the 
favorite stories. 

The boys and girls love the 
Creative Writing program and 
Teacher Sue Norton finds 
constant delight and challenge!

atop the hill, near Munye-ri, Korea, the enemy 
suddenly opened withering barrage. The 
squad was caught; Red mortars began zero-ing 
for the kill. Lieutenant Rodriguez (then Pfc., 
with only seven months service) broke loose 
and dashed the fire-swept slope, throwing 
grenades. Disregarding the fire concentrated 
him, wiped out three foxholes and two 
gun emplacements. Alone, accounted for 
enemy dead, led the rout the enemy, and 
saved the lives his squad.
